modern socialism Dr. Laidler told 
of the formation of the first inter- 
national Socialist movement in Eng- 
land, in 1848, which was later brok- 
en up because of the tactics of an- 
archists. Hs .then sketched briefly 
the socialist rrtoverr.ents in Europe 
prior to 1890.

Against Militarism 


"When the true history of Social- 


ism is written for the past twenty- 
five years the world will learn that 
Socialism has been one of the great- 
est factors in our economic, politi- 
cal, and social development," 
ex- 


plained Dr. Laidler. 
"Practically 


all liberal-minded people credit the 
Socialist movement in Europe, -be- 
fore the war, with being the might- 
iest bulwark against militarism and 
autocracy. 


"At the outbreak of the war many 


people were glad that the Socialists 
in Europo did not prevent the war, 
thinking that it would lead to the

observed the registration rule. TWO 
judges decided in favor of the men 
and the girls were carried off.

"No farmer wants to get up at 4 


a. ra. to go and light a lantern in 
the chicken house," said James G, 
Halpin, professor of poultry hus- 
bandry at the .university, speaking 
of artificial lightinc: as a raenns of 
maturing chicks and increasing egg 
production. 


"The idea is practical only for in- 


tensive poultry raising or chicken 
raising in town where there are elec- 
tric lights." 
What he called the 


starvation principle back of the ar- 
tificial lighting scheme was explain- 
ed by Prof. Hulpin. 


"Horses can' eat in the dark, but 


fowl cannot. 
Lighting the chicken 


house simply gives the chickens a 
chance to piek up food longer:" 


Prof, Halpin tried this scheme in 


Michigan two years ago. 
He used 


electric lights which he kept burning 
from 4 a. m. until daylight, and af- 
ter dark until 9 p. m. 
The lights 


were turned off and 
OTI by alarm 


clock attachments. 
There was no 


advantage in burning them longer 
as the chickens would go to roost 
anyway, he explained. 


He said that the method increased 


the maturing of chicks and about 
doubled the egg production on the 
short days when eggs were valuable. 
It did not greatly increase the total 
egg production for the year. 


"But very few farms have elec- 


tric lights." 
What I want to do 


is to breed a strain of pullets that, 
will lay in six months without the 
use of artificial light to hasten their 
growth," he concluded. 


John Slad, who works in the .ar- 


chitect's office at the capitol, has 
more faith in the method. 
He has 


a small farm on the other side of 
Lake Monona, where he lias tried 
it out for two years. 


"Sure it works," he said, when 


asked about his success. 


"My chicken house is about ten 


b y twelve and I put a big lantern 
in the middle of the floor. 
I don't 


have to get up because I let the 
lantern burn all night.

year.
